Leadership... 


To Walter Harrington Ryle, seventh president of 
Northeast Missouri State Teachers College, 1937-1967, 
we proudly dedicate the Centennial Edition of the Echo 
in grateful appreciation of 30 years of devoted leader- 
ship to the school. His connection with the College 
spans a period equal to more than half of its lifetime, 
for he arrived on the campus of the Kirksville Normal 
School in September, 1913, as a freshman majoring 
in history, and he remained here until he graduated 
with the 90-hour diploma in 1916. 

After an interruption to teach in Clifton Hill, near 
his home in Randolph county and to serve in the army 
during World War I, he returned to Kirksville in 
December, 1918, to complete the work for the Bachelor 
of Science in Education degree, which he received in 
August, 1919, in the first class to graduate from the 
school under its new name, Northeast Missouri State 
Teachers College. Nine years later he was back in 
Kirksville again, this time as a member of the faculty, 
a position he held until 1937 except for a year’s leave 
of absence while he completed the requirements for 
the Ph.D. degree from George Peabody College for 
Teachers. 

In those years on the faculty Dr. Ryle, professor 
of Social Science, taught courses in history and geog- 
raphy, served as director of the Bureau of Placements, 
and helped to organize the General College, becoming 
its first director in 1934. So much did he impress others 
with his talent, energy, and ability to accomplish pro- 
digious amounts of work that the Board of Regents 
by unanimous vote chose him on August 31, 1937, to 
succeed Dr. Eugene Fair as President of the Teachers 
College just 19 days after President Fair’s death. 

During President Ryle’s administration the College 
grew in size from 775 to 5,320 students, from 
a campus of 15 acres to one containing over 60 acres, 
from a faculty of 58 to one numbering 252, and from 
a physical plant of four major buildings to one of 25. 
In these years the program of the College was extended 
to include graduate work for the first time in the sum- 
mer of 1947, and a number of new undergraduate pro- 
grams were added. Since 1937, the campus has be- 
come a place of beauty with velvety lawns and a pro- 
fusion of flowers, and its attractiveness is directly 
traceable to the efforts of Dr. Ryle who personally 
selected most of the trees, shrubs, and plants and super- 
vised their care. 

Dr. Ryle and Maurine Lea, who was a teacher 
in Randolph county, were married on June 7, 1927, 
and she has been an able partner in her husband’s 
career and was a gracious and charming First Lady of 
Northeast Missouri State Teachers College. :

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The Teachers College opened its doors for the first time 
on September 2, 1867. Classes were held in the old Cumber- 
land Academy building, located at the north edge of Kirks- 
ville. The above picture is a photograph of a painting by 
William Unger. 
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Celebrating its Centennial anniversary, North- 
east Missouri State Teachers College, founded as 
North Missouri Normal School and Commercial 
College, was established as the mother of the teacher 
education system of Missouri on September 2, 1867. 
Its founder, Joseph Baldwin, was one of America’s 
pioneers in the field of teacher education. 

Beginning with a faculty of 6 and a student 
body of 140, Baldwin launched his philosophy, 
“that a thorough scholastic training lies at the foun- 
dation of a teacher’s education.” That philosophy 
has continued to be the “foundation” of the Teachers 
College for 100 years. 

Baldwin started his school in one building which 
had formerly been the Cumberland Academy, a 
Presbyterian school. Not until May 17, 1871, did 
the present campus site begin to take form. On that 
date, the ground was broken for the construction 
of old Baldwin Hall. 

That groundbreaking ceremony was the first 
of many that have taken place during the past 
century. The College has grown from one building 
to 25 major buildings. The site of the first Baldwin 
Hall was a 15S-acre tract outside the southern limits 
of the city. The College now encompasses more than 
60 acres, all of which lies within the city limits of 
Kirksville. 


The first buildings erected on the present site were old 
Baldwin and Library Halls, destroyed by fire in 1924, and 
Laughlin Hall. 


ites Centennial Anniversary 


Growth has not been limited to land and facili- 
ties alone, however. The student body of 140 young 
men and women in 1867 could hardly have en- 
visioned that in 1966, 99 years later, 5,320 students 
would be enrolling in their College. Nor could they 
imagine the faculty increasing from 6 to a number 
nearly 43 times that many. 252, in the same 99 
years. 

Changes have also taken place in the name of 
the institution. The school became known as the 
North Missouri Normal School in 1869, but the 
name was revised by the board in 1870 to be the 
First District Normal School. On May 20, 1919, 
the legislature officially changed the name of the 


College to The Northeast Missouri State Teachers 
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Permissive legislation was passed in 1945 al- 
lowing the five state teachers colleges to drop the 
word Teachers from their official name. All except 
Kirksville elected to do so. Legislation was intro- 
duced this year, however, to allow the Teachers 
College to drop Northeast from its title.

Eight men have held the presidency of the 
College since its inception. Following Baldwin in 
1881 was W. P. Nason, a member of the original 
faculty. He served just one year as acting president. 
J. P. Blanton, superintendent of schools in Mexico, 
was elected president during the summer of 1882 
and served until his resignation in 1891. 

W. D. Dobson of Moberly was made president 
of the Normal School in 1891. Eight years later 
John R. Kirk, a former teacher, principal, superin- 
tendent, State Superintendent of Public Schools, and 
lawyer. was named as the administrative head of 
the College. Serving until 1925. Kirk was succeeded 
by Dr. Eugene Fair, a member of the faculty. Dr. 
Walter H. Ryle was named President in 1937 and 
served until January 31, 1967. Dr. F. Clark Elkins 
assumed the presidency on February 1. 

The past 100 years have indeed brought many 
changes to the Northeast Missouri State Teachers 
College, But Joseph Baldwin’s philosophy remains-- 
“.. . thorough scholastic training lies at the founda- 
tion of a teacher's education.”

An examiner and consultant for the 
North Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, the new presi- 
dent is also chairman of the Visitation 
and Accreditation Committee for the 
Western Section of the National Council 
on Accreditation for Teacher Education.

On February 24, 1967, Tau Chapter of Kappa 
Delta Pi celebrated the 45th Anniversary of its found- 
ing. Originally a local honor fraternity, Kappa Phi 
Sigma was founded at the insistance of Dr. John R. 
Kirk, President of the Northeast Missouri State Teach- 
ers College. Kappa Phi Sigma was established on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1921, by a faculty committee composed of 
Charles A. Epperson, chairman; Willis J. Bray; Lena 
E. Patterson; Lucy Simmons; and Thurba Fidler. 

From the junior and senior classes of the College, 
twenty-five students were selected as being eligible from 
the standpoint of scholarship, and they formed the 
charter membership of the organization. Charles A. 
Epperson became the sponsor. Since the first organiza- 
tion was local, it applied to the national organization 
of Kappa Delta Pi, which had been founded at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1911. On February 24, 1923, Dr. 
Frank Thompson, of the University of Colorado, in- 
stalled Tau Chapter of Kappa Delta Pi on the MSTC 
campus.

Baptist Student Union 


BSU activities moved to a campus location on 
February 9, 1958, with the opening of the property 
located at 712 South Marion as a Baptist Student 
Center. Up to that date all student religious life among 
Baptist students had headquartered at First Baptist 
Church, 207 East Washington Street. The Church 
will mark its centennial one year after the college 
festivities, and students have always been a part of the 
church life and program. 

Four years after opening the Center, a chapel ad- 
dition more than doubled recreational space in the 
building and provided worship facilities for groups of 
up to one hundred persons. 

During the °SO’s the BSU group placed first in 
Homecoming floats two years and entered annually. 
The last three seasons have seen house decorations re- 
place float entries. 


Use of the Center has always been available to 
all campus groups. The Oral Interpreters visited the 
chapel frequently for delightful programs; and the 
Aeolian Club and International Club were visitors 
during the year. ASA staged a Mardi Gras Rush Party 
in the basement during fall quarter.

Each year succeeding this date the choir has 
been a program feature. Tours have been made in 
recent years to numerous churches and to state insti- 
tutions. 

Sale of UNICEF greeting and note cards has been 
a service project of the group for six years.

Athletics 
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The Bulldogs are fortunate in having a completely 
competent coaching staff. Director of Athletics, James 
Dougherty, former sports star and football coach at the 
College, was appointed to his position in 1962. As a 
student at Kirksville, he earned letters in football, bas- 
ketball, and track, playing on the famous Don Faurot 
grid squad of the early 1930s. 

Head football coach, Maurice “Red” Wade, whose 
teams have won six MIAA conference titles and have 
tied twice for the crown, served his 16th year this fall 
at the helm of the Bulldog gridsters. Since 1951, Wade’s 
teams have racked up 99 victories against 41 defeats 
and 2 ties, a 69 per cent average. 

After graduating from Mountain Grove High 
School, the mentor starred at the University of Missouri 
in 1941-42 and the University of Tulsa the following 
two years. While at Mizzou, Wade made the honorary 
second team of the Big Six conference. He was also an 
honorable mention choice on All-American selections 
during his football career at Tulsa and Missouri. 

Head basketball coach, Boyd King, began his 21st 
season as Bulldog cage mentor this year. Since 1946, 
his teams have won 328 games and lost only 154, a 
68 per cent average. The Dogs have been MIAA 
champs or co-champs six times, have finished second 
seven times, third three times, fourth three times, and 
last only once. 

Head track coach, Kenneth Gardner, joined the 
staff in the fall of 1951 as an instructor of physical 
education. During the past eight seasons, his cinder- 
men have been indoor and outdoor champions of the 
MIAA conference, winning national recognition for 
their accomplishments. Gardner is also assistant foot- 
ball coach. 

Cross country coach, Dr. George Hermann served 
his sixth season this fall. The 1966 team finished sec- 
ond in the MIAA conference meet and 25th in the 
NCAA National College Division Meet. 

Tennis coach, Ralph Pink, has served at this post 
for the past seven years. Kirksville netmen won the 
MIAA conference matches last spring for the third 
consecutive year. 

The MSTC golf coach is William Richerson. He 
became an assistant football coach at the beginning 
of the 1961 season, handling the Jayvee squad and 
helping with varsity backfield men. Richerson was a 
member of Wade’s 1951 MIAA championship team. 

Assistant basketball coach Willard Sims has served 
four years on the coaching staff. Sims, who starred on 
Bulldog cage teams from 1950-54, was named to the 
1951-52 and 1953-54 all-conference teams as a guard. 

Baseball coach Sam Nugent has been athletic 
trainer for the past seven years. He was named head 
baseball coach when the sport was added to inter-col- 
legiate competition last year. 

H. A. Walmsley is in his second year as Bulldog 
wrestling coach. His 1965-66 grapplers recorded a 
7-4-0 mark in dual meets and finished fourth in the 
MIAA tournament. This year they posted a 12-2-0 
dual record.

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Grapplers Personify Improvement 


In MSTC’s second year of intercollegiate wres- 
tling, the Bulldog grapplers were the personification 
of impressive improvement.
